3 FOR the purpose of requiring the Governor, when appointing members of the Health
4 Services Cost Review Commission to fill certain vacancies, to give priority to

5 geographic areas of the State that are not represented or that are

6 underrepresented on the Commission; and generally relating to the Health

7 Services Cost Review Commission.

18 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

26 GEOGRAPHIC AREAS OF THE STATE THAT ARE NOT REPRESENTED OR THAT ARE
27 UNDERREPRESENTED ON THE COMMISSION.
